This  list  is  issued  early  for  your  benefit.  Every  class  of  bulbs  is  mentioned 
and  in  most  cases  definite  prices  are  quoted.  On  some  thing’s  prices  are  not 
set  until  later,  but  in  all  cases  you  should  cover  your  wants  now.  It  is  per- 
fectly certain  that  many  items,  (for  instance  Anemones,  Baby  Gladioli,  Spanish 
Iris,  Ranunculus,  etc.)'  will  be  sold  out  by  delivery  time.  Last  season’s  experi- 
ence is  sufficient  indication  of  that.  Besides  prices  are  very  likely  inde^  to 
advance  on  some  lines  as  shortages  become  more  evident. 

There  is  no  well-grounded  objection  to  ordering  at  market  price  on  such 
items  as  French  bulbs,  Japanese  Lily  bulbs,  etc.  Prices  are  usually  almost 
uniform  when  set  and  my  connections  ate  such  as  to  assure  high  quality  and 
lowest  prices  consistent  with  it. 

So  “do  it  now!”  Tackle  the  job  promptly  and  get  your  bulb  requirements 
off  your  mind. 

TERMS 

Holland  and  French  prices  are  at  warehouses  in  country  of  origin. 

Japanese  and  Chinese  bulbs  are  usually  sold  f.  o.  b.  San  Francisco  and 
quotations  (when  made)  include  all  packing  charges  and  ocean  freights. 

On  domestic  bulbs  the  practice  varies,  but  usually  the  packing  charges  are 
very  slight  or  none  at  all.  All  domestic  bulbs  are  for  shipment  from  some 
California  point  unless  otherwise  specified. 

Delivery  time  ranges  from  late  summer  to  early  winter  according  to  time 
of  ripening  of  bulbs.  In  the  absence  of  other  instructions  all  bulbs  will  be 
shipped  when  ripe  and  properly  cured. 

Terms  60  days  net  to  parties  with  established  credit.  Otherwise  25  % with 
order;  balance  C.  0.  D.  or  before  shipment.

Orders  already  booked  “at  market  price”  will  take  rates  shown  herein  and 
these  rates  will  also  apply  to  any  orders  which  may  have  been  booked  at  any 
higher  rates.

CHINA  LILY 


Hitherto  all  large  bulbs  for  flowering  in 
water  have  been  imported  from  the  Orient. 
Last  year  a new  bulb  district  in  Southern  Cali- 
fornia produced  better  bulbs  than  imported 
and  which  flowered  fully  as  well  and  even^ 
earlier.  I arranged  for  a good  supply  of  these 
for  fall,  1923. 

The  bulbs  will  be  very  large  and  will  open 
into  clusters  which  will  produce  several  spikes 
of  flowers  from  one  bulb.  The  strain  is  true- 
white  perianth  with  deep  yellow  center. 

I -will  also  handle  imported  bulbs  for  those 
who  prefer  them  but  recommend  these  as 
better.

Thorough  forcing  tests  made  this  year  for 
the  third  season  have  demonstrated  convinc- 
ingly that  Oregon-grown  Tulips  will  force 
easily  two  weeks  ahead  of  imported  and  equal 
them  in  other  respects.  Thoroughly  cured 
bulbs  can  be  delivered  anywhere  on  the  Paciflc 
Coast  in  early  September.  The  bulbs  are  not 
quite  as  large  as  Holland-grown  but  are  firmer 
and  give  just  as  large  flowers.  In  comparing 
prices  bear  in  mind  that  a nominal  packing 
charge  and  freight  from  Oregon  is  the  only 
addition  to  be  made  to  quoted  price.  TTiese 
tulips  are  specially  recommended  to  forcers 
who  should  see  the  great  advantages  without 
further  comment.

EASTER  LILIES 

Lilium  giganteum — For  Easter  forcing.  This 
is  the  standard  variety  for  forcing  in  imts. 


The  size  most  commonly  used  is  7-9-inA 
bulbs  which  come  from  Japan  packed  SOO 
to  a case.  Larger  bulbs  are  available  but 
are  higher  priced.  Prices  on  all  Japanese 
bulbs  are  not  made  until  about  shipping 
time  but  I strongly  recommend  ordering  now 
at  market  price.  You  have  absolutely  nothing 
to  lose  by  so  doing  and  then  bulbs  are 
shipped  to  you  as  soon  as  they  arrive  from 
Japan.  Prices  on  these  and  all  other 
Japanese  bulbs  are  made  f.  o.  b.  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

Lilium  formosum — Similar  to  giganteum  but 
earlier  and  grown  mainly  for  cutting.  Sizes 
same  ; price  usually  a little  higher.
